2nd Your Committee after careful examination and consider- 
ation of the two plans and the tenders submitted, decided to adopt 
plan No. 2as the better and accepted the tender of C. Lewis for 
$380.00 it being the lowest tender for the plan adopted. 


_ 3rd Your Committee employed Mr. White at a cost of 7 per 


cent upon the cost of the work to superintend the work including 


all plans, specifications and details for the same. 


4th, The question of heatiag the Registry office was informally con- 
sidered at this meeting so asto give members an opportunity of 
enquiring into methods of heating during the time of the Toronto 
Exhibition more particularly as it was now quite apparent that the 
heating by steam: from the boilers in the Court House was, if 
practicable by no means economical. 


5th. On 2oth September your Committee were again called 
together to overlook and accept the work done by C. Lewis upon 
the gaol walls and to take further action upon the question of heat. 
ing the Registry office, 


Your Committee tound that while the work under the contract 
and such extra work as had been authorized by the Chairman had 
been satisfactorily completed by the contractor, a considerable bill 
for extras for work done and material supplied on other parts of the 
gaol walls unauthorized by your Committee was presented. A full 
and careful examination into the matter proved that this was ent-

irely due to the shhertivenie of the gaoler without consulting ater | 
the Committee their Chairman or the Architect; and your Com- 
mittee recommend that in future the gaoler be instructed that no 


accounts not authorized by you through your Committee or their 
Chairman will be paid.

authorized at the June Session; both jobs costing the sum of 
-$246.00. The work was not completed until late in the season and 

in fact is not yet fully completed. The Contractor has been paid 
the sum of $225.00.

Since my June Report, two new bridges have been built. One | 
over Wilmot Creek on the boundary line between Wilmot and 
Blenheim, a composite structure 4o ft. long, and costing $180.00. 
The other over a stream on boundary line between Burford and East. 
Oxford, a plain, wooden truss, 40 ft. long, boarded in and painted, - 
costing $180.00. oe |

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Contracts have alsc been awarded for the erection of two new 
Steel Bridges over the river Thames, near the Town of Ingersoll. 
One on Harris Street, between North and West Oxford, 84 ft. long, 
high Pratt truss, awarded to the Stratford Bridge Company for the 
sum of $825.00. The bridge will rest upon the old stone abutments 
which have been repaired and’are now in good condition, A job 
of building a course of coping on the above abutments was awarded 
to Thomas Callan for $55.00. 


This bridge should have been reported complete at this 
Session but some delay in securing the necessary iron, has deferred 
its completion. However your Commissioner has been advised 
by the Company that it will be erected shortly. 


The other bridge over the Thames near the Ingersoll Water- 
works, is also under contract for erection by the Kincardine Bridge 
Company. It is 84 ft. long, high Pratt truss. This bridge will also 
rest upon the old abutments, which were not in good condition, 
but the Company agreed to take down all defective parts, rebuild 
and thoroughly repair the abutments, also adding a new course of - 
coping, which will put them in first class condition, The contract 
price for entire work, including new Steel Bridges, and repairing 
abutments will be $1250.00.’ 


I expected this Structure would have been complete by this 
time, but circumstances have interfered. The above, two bridges is 
all the prospective work in connection with bridges under the 
jurisdiction of your Commissioner. 


In connection with the grant to the Village of Norwich by the 
County Councell to‘aid in building anew bridge, your Commissioner 
begs to report as follows: 


On Dec. tst, I visited the yillage of Norwich and found a very 
fine steel bridge erected upon concrete abutments spanning a stream 
on Stover Street. I was very much interested in the concrete 
abutments which have been erected during the past summer under 
the direction of W. M. Davis, Civil Engineer of Berlin. They are 
very handsome, much cheaper than stone, and as to durability, 
time will tell. I would recommend that the grant of $300.00 be 
paid to the village of Norwich.

In concurrence with instructions contained ina Report passed 
at the Special Session of this Council, held Oct, 3rd, 1898, appoint- 
ing a Committee to investigate and settle, if possible, with one 
McCrae, who had his Traction Engine destroyed and_ himself 
injured by a bridge breaking down on the Town Line between North 
and West Oxford, crossing the Thames, 


| Your Committee beg to report as follows: On Oct. 4th, they 
visited the scene of the accident, and found that one of the floor 
beams of the bridge had given way and allowed the engine to drop 
through into the river. 


Upon examination the engine was found to be badly broken. 


Your Committee next visited the home of Mr. McCrae, and 
found him confined to his bed with a fractured ankle and other 
bodily injuries principally in the back. 


When first approached as to a settlement, Mr. McCrae indicated 
a very determined attitude against the same. 


Your Committee then made a final proposition, viz: To pay 
McCrae $250.00 and put the engine in as good shape as before the 
accident. This Mr. McCrae ultimately accepted, and an agreement 
to that effect was immediately executed by his Solicitor, who was 
present.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON COUNTY ROADS 
AND BRIDGES. 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of the 
County of Oxford. 


GENTLEMEN:—

We, your Committee. appointed at the June Session, to report 
on the practicability of taking over and maintaining certain roads 
and bridges in the county, as county roads and bridges, beg to 
report as follows : . 


1st. That the Committee met at E. W. Nesbitt’s Office on 

June rrth. All the members were present, After considerable 
discussion it was decided that we, individually, study the question 
and each prepare a plan or scheme to be submitted at the next 
meeting. We also asked Mr. Walter Murray to prepare a map 
showing the main bridges in Blenheim. 
\ ) 

2nd. The next meeting was held at the Committee Rooms on 
June 2zoth., when it was unanimously resolved by the Committee 
that it would be advisable for the County to assume a net work of 
roads, and to maintain and absolutely controlsame. It was 
thought by the Committee that after the workmen were trained to 
their work that we could maintain in perfect order, after the roads 
were constructed, the various roads that we took over at less ex- 
pense, or for a less amount than the present system of Statute 
Labor would amount to, computed at 50 cts. per day. 


After a good deal of discussion we adopted a basis that we 
would recommend as the roads to be taken over and maintained as 
County Roads, which were as follows:— 


(1) toth. Concession, East Nissouri. 

(2) 4th. ‘ West Zorra. 

(3) Governor’s Road from Thamesford to Princeton. 
(4) Ingersoll & Thamesford Gravel Road.

WOODSTOCK & INGERSOLL GRAVEL ROAD. 


This road runs from the Grand Trunk Railway crossing on the — 
Brantford Road to the western boundary of the County of Oxford, — 
with the exception of about 144 miles through the Town of Wood- 
stock. Said to have been buiJt by the Government about 1845. At 
some date, which could not be got, the road was sold to the Inger- 
soll & Brantford Joint Stock Road Company, organized October 
25th., 1850, original capital stock L 6,100, and on Dec. 7th, 1858, 
the Government resumed possession of that part of the road in the 
County of Oxford under their mortgaye from the Company. On 
Dec. 1st, 1859, road was put up for sale under an Order in Council. 


September 3rd, 1859, the Woodstock & Ingersoll Gravel Road 
Company was formed under the Act to Amend and Consolidate the 
several Acts for the Formation of Joint Stock Companies, for the - 
Construction of Roads and other works in Upper Canada, and on 
July 17th, 1860, this road was transferred to them, they having car- 
ried out the terms of sale, i. e. pay the Government $200.00 and 
putthe road-in repair before they collected tolls thereon. These 
repairs to the road cost the Company $9,825.21. In 1884 the road

The original capital stock of the Company was L 4,000. 


The amount asked for the road was $23,400.

S anerane in the opinion of your memoralists there 1s a griev- 
ance under the present Criminal Law, which is indeed unsatisfactory, 
at least in so far as relates to the County of Peel. Although unique 
in the history of the County, a ease in point came under the obser. 
vance of your memoralists at the December Session of 1897, in which 
some parties were sent trom the County of Dufferin to this County 
for trial for alleged Perjury and cost the County of Peel about $700.00 


for fees of Jurors, Sheriff, Constables, etc. Asa matter of fact, the 


County of Dufferin had to pay its share of the witness fees. But the 
ratepapers of Peel are naturally dissatisfied over having to pay for the 


_tria! of Dufferin County Criminals. In order to prevent a repetition 


of the same and that future injustice will be prevented, your memor: 
ialists would ask your honorable body to so amend the Criminal Act 
that when the Venue is changed ina Criminal case, the County in 


. which the alleged crime was committed, shall bear all the cost of the 


trial and Av ama a in the County to which the case may be trans: 
ferred. 


Your memoralists would therefore ask your honorable body 
to pass such Legislation as will redress the hardship complained of in 
the SARISGS matter ef this Memorial.
